fit Petersburg, June 14. — No Infor- 
Biation reached the general staff Mon- 
dasr night regarding the reported am- 
ibiublng of Russlana at Pulan Hen as 
the result of which they were alleged 
ftc Lave lost 800 men. The only thing 
of the least significance in this con- 
nection In the short dispatch received 
from MaJ. Qen. Karkovltch, which was 
«ent on June II, the dar the battle Is 
Bald to bATO occurred. Gen. Karko- 
vitch does not mention the Pulan Tien 
fight of which the autlioritics i)rc'.s\nne 
'be would have heard had it occurred. 
HlB dispatch only covered events up 
to tbe preceding day. 

General news from the southern part 
ot the Liao Tung peninsula is of the 
Hcaiiliest kind, in the absence of offi- 
cial news, the officials here are not in- 
clined to speculate as to the sltuatloit. 

Up to a late hour Monday night 
nothing further bad been beard from 
Port Arthur. 

The reports of foiitinuous skirmish- 
ing along the railroad south of Vafan- 
dlen are taken to show that the Cos- 
sacks are keeping the Japanese busy 
In protecting their rear. While heavy 
lighting Is not regarded as being Immi- 
nent, a more or less severe brush with 
tht enemy is likely at any time. 

Tokio, June 14. — 'A long report has 
been received here from Adm. Togo 
^ wblcb bo coTor* tbe operatloni ot 
the fleet since June 6 and repeats bis 
ft rmf r account of the bombardment of 
tht west coast on the Liao Tung pen 
Insula. Continuing the admiral says 
that tbe captain of a foreign vessel 
that left Yin Kow on Wednesday. June 
8, reports that the recent Japanese 
bombardment in the vicinity of Kal- 
ping, south of New Chwang. caused 
Russian forces to the numl)er of 3,000 
with 20 guns to evacuate Yiulcow. 

Two men, who were taken prisoners 
by tbe Japanese while on their way 
Into port, report that two Russian regi- 
ments, numbering in all about 5,000 
men, arrived recently at Manchalin, 
iVafangow and Vafangtien. The pris- 
oners say also that large numbers of 
Russian troops are coming south from 
Mukden every day. 

On Wednesday, June 8, a detach- 
ment of the fleet boraharded and dis- 
jierBcd two companies of Russian 
troops who were on Kai-Ping Point. 
On Friday, another detachment of tbe 
fleet bombarded tbe enemy for two 
hours near Ylng-Chin Tsu and Tsan 
Tia Kaio, inflicting much damage up- 
on them. 

Another drtai linient of the Japanese 
fleet, according to Adm. Togo's report, 
discovered four Russian torpedo boat 
destroyers in Talienwan bay near 
,8baoplngtan and drove them back to 
Port Arthur. Thirty floating mines 
have been found and destroyed, some 
of these drifting Into Pelchill gulf. 

St. Petersburg, June 14. — The fol- 
lo'^ing offlclal statement of Russian 
losses in the war has been Issued: 

Navy, 44 officers and 920 men killed; 
13 officers and 220 men wounded. 

Army, 38 ofBcers and 980 men kill- 
ed; 108 olBcelrs and 2.081 Uen wound- 
ed. 

Taken prisoners, 20 offlcera and 696 

men. 

THE FORUM KXCAVATIONt. 



An Ancient Capstan In Good Condi- 
tion DiSGOversd. 

Rome, June 14. — Slgnor Glacomo 
Bonl, the archaeologist who is direct- 
ing the excavations of the Forum, has 
found a heavy capstan with eight fix- 
ed levers ot wood. Tbe wood Is per- 
fectly preserved while the iron fix- 
tures have become oxydlzed. The dls- 
(dvtiy is considered of the greatest 
importance as being the first known 
mechanical contrivance dating back 
2,000 years. Tbe capstan^ wblcb was 
found almost Intact, has a diameter 
lit {'V(r two yards. Slgnor Bonl has 
(irdertd the capstan with a special 
preparation for tbe purpot* ot praterv- 
Ing the wood.

New Tork, June 14. — Papers hav** 
been signed by wblcb tbe Pere Mar- 
quette railroad system, ot Michigan, 
secures an Interest in the C, H. ft D. 
This, with other holdings included in 
the deal, is expected to give the Pere 
Marquette absolute control. Vast im- 
provements In Clrclnnatl are contem- 
plated, it is said, as a result ot the 
deal. It Is also said that at least |8,- 
000,000 will be expended on terminal 
extensions and permanent Improve- 
ments, in which tbe Brie railroad will 
also figure. 

A current statement that these two 
lines have bought tbe control ot or an 
Interest In the Toledo Belt Is declared 
to be Incorrect, but it Is said they have 
made long term contracts for the use 
of the Toledo property, therel)y con- 
necting the two systems. A natural 
community ot interest between the 
ClnclnniOl, Hamilton ft Dayton and 
the Pere Marquette will lead to com- 
plete harmony in operation, but there 
is said to be no present apparent pros- 
pect ot any merger.

Wholesale Massacres and Destruction 
of Armenians' Property. 

Constantinople, June 14. — Armenian 
patrlarcbs have received information 
that an Irade has been issued by the 
sultan which has resulted in wholesale 
massacres and the destruction of Ar- 
menian property. The irade prohibits 
the settlement ot Armenians in tbe 
villages destroyed. According to the 
Information received two days were 
devoted to the massacres. May 16 and 
June 3. On these two days 37 villages 
were destroyed and of a population of 
5,000, 2,000 were massacred. Women 
of the villages who disappeared during 
the massacres have been recovered by 
their husbands, but most of the glrla 
have not been seen since and probably 
are by this time in the sultan's harem 
or the tents of the soldiers.

Cripple Crt ek, Col., June IL— A 
number of arrests were made Monday. 
Tbe most important was that ot Frank 
J. Hangs, attorney tor tbe Wiestern 
Federation ot Miners. Tbe arrest was 
ordered by Gen. Bell. Mr. Hangs was 
brought from Victor to Cripple Creek 
and placed In the tmii p< n. Strict or- 
ders were given that he be not allow- 
ed to communicate wltb anybody. 

Gen. Bell said In connection with 
the arrest: "It was necessary for the 
peace, quiet and good of the county 
of Teller and the state of Colorado." 

The contemplated withdrawal of 
troops has called out a protest from 
the Citlsefks' Alliance and Mine Own- 
ers' association, and it Is likely that 
Gov. Peabody will bo asked to con- 
tinue the soldiers in tlu- field for an 
indefinite period. The citizens say 
that martial law has had a salutary 
effect and the fear that If declared off 
at present many of the deported men 
will return. Saloons W«r« permitted 
to reopen Monday. 

Attorney Hangs, it is said, will be 
held as a military prisoner Just as 
President Charles H. Moyer. ot the 
Miners' Federation, baa been bold at 
Tellurlde. 

Gen. Hell sent out a party cf sul- 
diers and deputies Monday afternoon 
on horseback to capture a party of 25 
to 40 armed men who, the military au- 
thorities declare, are biding in the 
mountains north of Cripple Creek and 
are prepared to resist arrest to the 
death. The searching expedition is 
equipped for four days' absence should 
so much time be required to accom- 
plish its purpose. It is reported that 
some of the deported men have al- 
ready returned to the district, but so 
far as known none of them has been 
recaptured. 

A man named Fitzpatrick, an elder- 
ly member ot tbe Victor Miners' un- 
ion, who bad been Imprisoned in the 
bull pen since Tuesday of last week, 
has been removed to the ((nint.v hos- 
pital. He is suffering with kidney and 
stomach trouble, resulting, it is alleg- 
ed, from blows received in tbe riot 
which occurred one week ago Monday 
in the streets of Victor. He formerly 
was sheriff at Plattsburg. N. Y.
